I've chatted 
with everyone involved (the homeowners, the neighbors, waiting on info about the renters), insurance is handling everything on one of the cases (8578 Appian), 
there is dispute on the other as the residents are presently in Massachusetts (8574) and are trying to figure out their insurance. 

The renters (of 8574 Appian) are in route to Denver for Christmas, there was massive damage to the back of the house, heavy damage to the master bedroom 
and bathroom. There was a Lexus covered in mud at this residence as well. 


Elise Durand's house is a total loss... with everything inside it more or less destroyed. The neighbors are kind enough to take in what little she could salvage from 
the house. Her pets were unharmed and will be living with a different neighbpr. Her car was undamaged. She has a place to stay and is presently in the company 
of a male companion.
